1 . Throughout the specification there are squares instead of the Greek letter "p". A 
substitute specification would probably be the best why to address this problem, due to 
the great number of instances. 

Ailowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-22 are allowed. The closest prior art is Smith et al. (US 6,315,707); 
however, this reference fails to disclose "said peripheral separation channel is disposed 
in fluid communication with said fluid inlet channel in said central section of said 
separation channel", in combination with the remaining limitations of the independent 
claim.
